I here was an interesting parallel between the editorial which 
appeared in this column yesterday, and an article by A rthur 
kro ck. New Y o rk l imes new * analyst, which w a* published in 
that newspaper the same day. 
Both discussed the Message to Congress which accompanied 
the President * signature to the P ortal-to-P ortal pay suit ban. 
Both writers were struck by the Fact that President Truman, un 
happy over being maneuvered into a position where he had to 
sign a bill he disliked, had undertaken to w rite into that bill, 
through his Message, ideas which weren’t in it when it left C o n ­ 
gress* hands. 
The reaction of this column had to do with the nature of 
these ’’interpretations” which the President put on the record. 
The point was m ade that these changed the apparent intent of 
Congress in banning the pay suit, that tom e of them imposed 
conditions impossible to meet, that they opened the door to new 
abuses of bureaucratic power, and that, in effect, they defeated 
the very aim which the President said led him to sign the meas­ 
ure— that of ending uncertainty in the business com m unity. 
M r. Krock was less concerned w ith the hamstringing of the 
Congressional intent which these restrictions would mean, if the 
courts follow the Presidential construction, than in the much 
broader question of whether a brand new m ethod of law-m aking 
is being set up. 
This is a most interesting field of speculation. 
Aa every 
achool-child knows (o r certainly should) the basic plan of the 
Am erican Constitution is the tri-part separation of executive, 
legislative and judicial functions. 
U nder this theory, C ongress makes the laws, the President 
enforce* them, and the courts decide whether the lows them ­ 
selves are Constitutional and the manner of enforcement just 
and proper. 
O f course there are exceptions to all generalities, and there 
are exceptions to the one set forth above. Congress can have 
judicial functions; all the way from certain types of investiga­ 
tions to the impeachment and trial of the President. The execu­ 
tive departm ent necessarily has to translate the general terms of 
| a statute into specific rulings, thereby coming close to rewriting 
.the law itself. 
T h e President, with his veto, can 
m odify 
the 
m aking of the laws. The courts, w ith their injunctive and con­ 
tem p t-o f-court powers, sometimes perform executive functions. 
Nevertheless, these exceptions are trivial in scope and nature, I 
and do not change the basic distribution of the three types of
